THE ANGLO-JAPANESE 
DEADLOCK 


- When Lancashire industrial- 
ists some time ago urged 
Government action in regard to 
Japanese competition in the 
textile industry, the official 
attitude was that the moment 
was not ripe for intervention. 
The petitioners were told that 
they must first seek to come to 


terms with the Japanese, and if. 


their offorts failed, the Govern- 
ment would exercise its influence 
so that the desired end might 
be attained. Sooner than ex- 
pected, the occasion for official 
intervention has arisen. With- 
out being able to agree even as 
to.the.scope.of the intended dis-_ 
cussions, the ‘delegates re- 
presenting the two nations have 
reached a deadlock: As & con- 
sequence, the British and Japan- 
ese Governments are now to re- 
view the situation created. On 
the vita! matter of the geo- 
graphical area to be covered by 
the negotiations, ‘both. sides can 
claim to have a’.case. The 
Japanese argument is that in 
discussing the issues with 
Britain, such arrangements as 
are reached ‘can only apply to 


'| British territory—that in other 


markets, the two countries must 
conduct their business as cach 
secs fit. To his submiasion, the 
reply is that ‘if only British 
territory was to be. considered, 
there was no necessity for a 
conference, 28 Britain could 
herself take appropriate action 
to safeguard her own markets. 
Keeping this latter point in 
mind, it is quite casy to realise 
that the vory, willingness of the 
Japanese to attend a conference 
was looked upon by the British 
industrialsts as presumptive 
avidence of a disposition to in- 
clude world markets in any 
understanding eventually reach- 
ed. It is now clear, however, 
that the Japanese regarded the 
parley as something akin to the 
conference in India, when 
‘negotiations were confined .. to 
‘the situation as between India 
and Japan. Yet in the long run 
it will surely ba better to seck 
the attainment of stability in 
world markets than: to place 
Strict limits to any agreement 
venched, Obviously. it would ba 
mutually » advantageous .

REALISM _NEEDED 


More realism ‘is needed in con- 
aldering tho problem and it is just 
this realism that Signor Mussolini 
claims to-have introduced into: it. 
The world is. constantly asked to 
work Stself up into ao ‘state of in- 
dignation at the idea, that Austrin 
may aooner or later be.incorporated 
into Germany. Now. St may. be 
argued that such o unién may lead 
to war in Europe and should 
therefore be: stopped .if possible, 
France and Italy and the new great 
Power, the Little Entente, may 
legitimately show their reasons 
against tho Anschluss, and express 
their determination to prevent’ ‘it. 
But that is no proof that an Auatro- 
German alliance {s morally wrong. 
On the contrary, eecording to the 
{deology of “self-determination of 
peoples,” Austria should be. allowed 
to join Germany if it so wishes, 
and it ts the denial of this “self- 
determination” in the treaties of 
Versailles and of -St. Germain 
which is, “immoral.” If Mussolini 
can satisfy the Austrians that he 
is offering them 4 more: hopeful 
alternative so much the better.

GERMANY AND. AUSTRIA 


In‘any event, It has to be proved 
that Austria doca wish to join 
Germany. Certainly it did so wish 
for yeurs after the peace-making. 
Ninety per cent. of tho. people, at 
least, .would have. accop the 
solution, It is, however, -claimed 
that Austrinn - opinion” has 
changed, and {s‘oppoped . to the’ 
Anschluss, largely on ‘account of 
the Hitler dictatorship. Itds urged 
that while the Austrians would have 
been content to become part of the

ITALIAN CONCEPTION. ~ 


The Itallan conception scems a 
sutisfactory alternative to Austro- 
German union. It is futile to 
continue to say that Austria shalt 
not join Germany, unless some such 
positive alternative is offered. 
Austrian cannot live“ alone. The 
League of Nationa can decide that 


the treaties forbid union; it cannot. 


decide that Austria can manage by 
itself. The League may even ns- 
pert that there is interference by 


Germany in Austrian affoirs; but: 
it will have to admit that there, 


must bo, In present circumstances, 
Interference by some nation. The 
plain truth is that Austria was so 
whittled down by the peace treaties 
that no power on earth can assure 
it independence; and if, it Is not to 
fall, of sheer necessity, under the 
domination of Germany, then it 
must be accorded 1 real chance of 
shaping Its destiny otherwise. .
